Smoking habits are particularly important, because of "the 
quantities of wrappings, decorations and trees that might be*, 
come involved. Matches and lighters should not be used near 
a tree, curtains or decorations, arid extra care should be exercis- 
ed in lighting or throwing away matches. •- 

- Disposal of loose paper wrappings should be effected im- 1 
mediately in a metal can or barrel with metal cover. It is 
hazardous to leave loose papers around and it is dangerous to 
burn them in quantity in a stove or furnace. 

For gatherings at Christmas concerts and Christmas tree 
parties, emergency fire fighting equipment should be provided 
at an easily accessible location near, but not too close, to the 
tree. Fire extinguishers of pump tank or soda-acid types, or 
a length of garden or fire hose sufficient to reach any part of 
the area about the tree and ready for instant use, are most 
effective. Exits should be unlocked and unobstructed at all 
times that the building is occupied. In case of fire, call the. : 
fire department immediately. 

Children are the usual victims. They need supervision 
when temptation is present and every precaution should be 
taken to make sure that they, cannot reach matches or remove 
lighted candles or have their own garments or toys involved 
in fire. Santa has an obligation to bring them safety as well ■ 
Christmas presents.

Mistletoe, - that distinctive 
Christmas green so common in 
many parts of America, Is usually 
thought of as merely good holi- 
day decoration or as a creator of 
open season on ladles fair for 
otherwise bashful swaliis- 

Mistletoe did not always hold 
this position in our lives. The 
Druids called it "all-heal," and 
thought it held many miraculous 
virtues. The Scandinavians dedi- 
cated it to their goddess of Jove, 
Friga; • Probably this goddess of 
love is responsible for the custom 
of kissing under the mistletoe. 

The power to heal, to protect 
against sickness, to perform magic 
deeds — all these and more are the 
qualities ascribed to this plant In 




legends, traditions and even in 
ancient histories and literature. 

Mistletoe is a parasite, which in- 
fests branches of. various trees of 
both : hardwood and conifers, but 
mainly on hardwoods. One spe- 
cies is found exclusively, however, 
on conifers. 

Among the Celts and others, 
mistletoe which grew from the 
oak was considered to have pecu- 
liar magical virtues not possessed 
by that from any other trees. 
Some even considered it -so rare 
as to be only cut with a gold knife. 

Another old tradition is that the 
mistletoe supplied the wood for 
the holy cross, as previous to that 
time it was a forest tree but after 
the crucifixion was condemned to 
exist only as a dwarf parasite. 

Mistletoe was taken over into 
the Christian tradition in due 
course and dedicated to the Christ 
Child.
